The diseugsion of the following quest ion 

“Resolved tat a Conrt Fiouse and Jail 
should be built by other means than taxa- 
ation” Just evening was well attended by 
our citizens geuerally: Dr. W., C. Marsters 
for the affirmative in opening the argument, 
in eloquent terms maintained that the Court 
Houze should be a work of art und an oraa- 
ment to the county, and that as taxation 
was oppressive, it should be built by volun- 
tary contributions, like churches and the 
charitabic institutions ofonr State. J. E. 
Ellegood on the partof the Lyeenm followed 
for the negative, denying that this was n 
practical mode, and maintaining with much 
force and humor that if this Were sight as a 
matter of principle, that it should ‘iso be 
applied to other public expenditures. Con- 
tinting he argued “that experience was 
against it, as nothing of the kind hal ever 
been done. Dr. Marsters thea briefly closed 
the debate, and refering to Mr. Ellegeod's 
argument upon experience, said that if that 
proved a thing right then the same might be 
suid of the Devil, as he bad more exserience, 
in sinning than any one else. Want of space 
forbids our giving a larger notice, but we 
cannot forbear saying that this last illustra- 
tion of the Doctor was e@ecidedly devilish, 

The Committee Rev. J. J. Smyth and 
Messrs. Jas. B. Armetrong and Jno, W. 
Dougherty then decided in favor of the aflir- 
mative.

RocKAWALKING, March 26th 1874 
Mr. Jdttor. 
Dear Stn:—Nothing of local or gener- 
wi interest has transpired since I wrote 
you last, but I willdrop you an inkling 
of the doings of the flourishing neighbor- 
hood of “Rockawalking” as Tum at leis- 
ure ‘till 9 o’cloek this morning, and I am 
wesried almo t to death with the study of 
Latin &e., so I'll write to you. The `far- 
mers Of this vicinily are busily engaged 
at this time, preparing their laud for cul- 
tivation; some are cnlarging their straw- 
bery patches to a great extent, as they 
thiuk it will be more profitable to engage 
in the business more extensively than 
whut they have heretofore done, Wheat 
in this section of the country is looking 
prosperously and from present indication, 
there is every prospect of a large yield, 
should nothing occur to impede the 
growth, The past winter has vcen a yery 
fuverable one on wheat. Peach trees are 
now jn blossom in this section and there 
is a uttering prospe: t of a good crop at 
present, We trust such will be the resuls, 
thus patting more “specie” in circulation 
in “Rockawalking.” The Rev. Mr. Crea- 
mer who is appointed to this circuit of 
the “M. E. Church” is expected to preach 
at this appointment ou Sunday next. The 
debate on the “Court House” came off 
last evening; the debrters were Dr. Mars- 
tors of Barren Creek, and James E. Elle- 
good, ‘The former contents that the 
Public Buildings ofthe county shall be 
erected by individual contribution, The 
latter that they shall be erected by a tax 
put upon the lund holders of the county. 
‘The contest was a warm one on both sides, 
but was terminated in favor of our Bar- 
ren Creek Physician. I was truly glad to 
sce the Dr. “gain the day.” He isa well 
informed Gentleman, and las a good 
head on him, although the Dr, said he 
was Hors de combal, but in my estimatim 
he stood nis ground exceedingly we!l,con- 
sidering his opponent.

The Public schools have been crowded 
during the winter but they are dimin- 
ishing somewhat at present, as people are 
compelled to a great extentto take their 
boys home for farm work—that is those 
who are large enough to do farm work.

of the schools; that cailtivated genius 
sheds a cheering light over domestic du- 
ties, and its very sparkles, like those of 
the diamond, attest at once its power and 
its purity. Education is power,and an en- 
lightened and refined mind cannot be eu- 
slaved. This education which forms the 
mind as the tree is bent Just as the twigs 
incline, I truly and sincerily hope thatthe 
school of Rockawalking will pot dimin- 
ish as most of the schools do at this pe- 
riod of the year, but truly hope that the 
patrons of the school will continue their 
children to school till the termination of 
it, which will be the 30th of May. There 
are many persons who keep their children 
home, with at the same time, not a soli- 
tary thing for them to do, and thus they 
are idling their precious moments away 
while they should be spent in the school 
room. Such negligence is really surprising 
to me, and the fault is not the child’s, but 
all the responsibility rests upon the Pat- 
ent, Oh! iet the people of Rockawalking 
continue their children at school, thus 
giving them an opportunity to store their 
minds with useful knowledge, which will 
prove to them a great and noble blessing 
in the future. I write the above not 
complaingly as some one would imagine, 
fer the school has been exceedingly full 
during the winter, My desire is for it to 
remainin sucha prosperous condition. 
The health of the neighborhood is very 
good at present; hoping it will continue 
su, fs it is school time I will bid you adicu 
and endeavor to teach those boys some 
good morals promising to give you a 
more interesting communication in a 
short time, orat least when I get a leisure.

The captain having 
previously agreed with Are wharf Rat, 
who skalks around there to collect wharf- 
age, that he would pay a stipulated sum, 
for the use of a berth along Spears wharf 
to take in some goods, he was to have the 
use of the wharf for one day, which ex- 
pired at noon on Friday last. The vaptain 
was ready to leave the wharf at the ap- 
pointed time, all except the sail maker 
had not quite finished a sail, but which 
was delivered in the Row Boat a few min- 
utes after noon, and the captain who had 
paid his wharfage, was headed off by a 
tug boat because he had not paid another 
days whorfage for taking his sail out of 
the row boat feen minutes after noou.— 
The captain refused to pay because he

he had agreed to pay. But the iadefati- 
guble Wharf rat, (one Pendergas who’ in- 
fests Smith's dock) who had neither fear 
of God, nor regard for man before his 
eyes, ns was attested by his extravagant 
swearing before Justice Maddox, the cap- 
tain was mulcsed into another days wharf- 
age. But the old addage being true in 
this case, that the way of the transgressor 
is sometimes hard, the said Pen- 
dergras was not able to convince Esquire 
Maddox that he could charter Tug Boats 
for constables to serve warrants in, al the

Roor Urors.— Preparations for there 
Ought tw be begun, although it is of 
course too entiy to plant them. If every 
farmer, who kept any cows or sheep al 
all, would raise a few roots tor their us 
in the winter, we ure very sure the satis 
faction he would derive from seeing the 
enjoyment and the advantage with which 
they were consumed would make him a 
convert to the necessity of ever afterward: 
making them one of his regutar crops 
upon everso small a scale. Far beyoné 
their intrinsic value is the good they de 
in furniahing at the time when most neec 
xchange from dry fodder to palatable 
food, health-giving and health presery 
ing. For the growing cf roots, decy 
plowing and thorough preparation of the 
sil ia essential. Make your ground rich” 
if possible, with perfectly rotted manure.

Meapows and pastures may be reno- 

vated, if moss nnd turf-bound, by passing 
a harrow over them in diverse directions 
and by sowing 100 pounds of bones and 
five bushels of ashes to the acre upo 
them. A fine and well rotted compost ir 
also good. The use of heavy roller i 
likewise to be recommended: and this 
on grain ficlds as well, an implement too 
much neglected.

Corn CULTURE.— Tie corn piant is a 
gross feeder, and ranker manure is per- 
hips appropriated by it more readily than 
by any other of our cultivated plants.— 
fo secure a large crop, even on land in 

geod condition, rich manure and plenty 
o`it should be given. This not always 
being practicable, do the best you can. 
but fear in mind ubat there is more profit 
in raising a good crop on ten acres than 
half a crop on twenty. Besides the or- 
ganic manuros, such as barn-vard manure. 
compost, &., the organic, like ashes, 
bonea, plaster, salt, &c., are all eagerly 
devoured by this crop. As formulas for 
suitable application, where the materials 
are at hand and available, and for large 
crops we suggest the following, with the 
addendum that where impracticable to 
give these, as large a proportion of either 
as is attainable, may be used: First—20 
two-horse loads of barn-yard manure, 
plowed in; then mixed 100 pounds bone 
dust, ten. bushels ashes, 1 of plaster, and 
2 of- salt, broadcast‘it and harrow in.— 
Second—20 two borse loads wond = mou!d 
or marsh mud, mixed with 10 bushels of 
lime, 10 of ashes, 1 of plaster and 2 of 
sait. plough under shallow. Third—500 
pods fish guano, 1 bushel plester, 2 of 
walt, lightly plowed in, then barrow in 20 
bushels of ashes sown broadcast.

MAKING MANCRE.—Do not neglect
